Kerr to Propose 
Increase in 


Tax Exemptions 


W ASH IN G TO N (LR)— Sen 
Rob 
crt S. Kerr said today he will pro­ 
pose an individual income tax cut 
next year based on an increase in 
personal exemptions. 
The Oklahoma Democrat, a mem­ 
ber of the tax writing finance com­ 
mittee, said he is confident that 
booming tax revenues will permit 
a balanced budget in the cum ut 
fiscal year 
But even if the budget is not 
balanced, he said, “ a tax cut is 
going to be mighty hard to head 
off." 


Kerr's 
.statement 
reflects 
the 
view of many key congressmen that 
an election conscious Congress will 
deliver the American people a tax 
cut next year 
Kerr- tax cut proposal is to iii 
crease the allowable exemptions 
from the present $600 per depend 
out to $700 iii the first year and 
$800 in the second year 
The effect of the Kerr proposal 
in the first year would be to take 
some five million taxpayers off the 
tax paying rolls. 
For the individu­ 
al, a person with about a $6,400 
income would save at least SJO for 
himself an (leach dependent. 
A counter proposal offered bv 
some 
Republicans is to make a 
straight across-the-board tax cut on 
a percentage basis. 
Kerr said he 
is opposed to such a proposal on 
lh** grounds it would give the most 
relief to those in tin* upper income

He was examined again after he 
av oke at 7 IO a. rn in the realiza­ 
tion that any word on Mr Eisen­ 
hower- condition 
could

mercurial effect around the world, 
the doctors took their time in re- 
leasmg the news of the President’* 
mid morning condition.
